RUINED BRIDGES IN WAKE OF 


SAN GABRIEL FLOOD WATERS 


Two Million Inches Rages Down Canyon Channel, 


Laden With Huge Debris. 
Transcontinen- 


tal and Electric Lines Crippled. 
Co- 


vina is "Incommunicado." 


At 6 o'clock Thursday night, Covina 


was shut off from all communication 
by rail and wagon-road with the out- 
side world. The San Gabriel river 
went on a roaring rampage on Thurs- 
day, after a long steady rain that both 
swelled the stream from every source 
and melted the snow in the mountain 
interiors. At 5 o'clock that evening 
the bridges on the Santa Fe and Paci- 
fic Electric on the Azusa lines were 
condemned and passengers were taken 
to Covina in coaches, but at 9 o'clock 
the bridge over the San Gabriel' at El 
Monte went out altogether, leaving 
the rails and ties sagging, and all 
traffic was at a standstill. The South- 
ern Pacific interior line through Co- 
vina was afterwards condemned, and 
the main line went out of commission 
at midnight. The ' .Salt 
Lake 
line 


through Puente 
was brought to a 


standstill 
early 
Thursday 
evening 


because of the washing out of bridges 
over several of the washes, and the 
San Gabriel river. At 6 o'clock yester- 
day morning the great county bridge, 
over an eighth of a mile in length 
over the Lexington wash at El Monte, 
split in two, and a portion of the 
Structure wasj carried down the riy_er. 
A part bftSis'bHdge BtUl'llangs to its- 
supports, but1' it has 'been turned al- 
most entirely around by the flood. 


A telephone communication from 


Ben Heaton, keeper of the Covina Irri- 
gating Company's headgate, nine miles 
up the San Gabriel canyon, received 
at 9 o'clock Thursday night, was in 
.he shape of a warning to the people 
of Covina valley, as a cloudburst or 
slide somewhere in the interior of Cat- 
.le canyon and the east fork had 
caused a great amount of debris to 
3hoke the main channel.

The head-gate house, sit- 
lated twenty feet in a perpendicular 
ine from the bottom of the river, on 
he side of a granite cliff, was sub- 
lerged in its interior, and the water 
was whirling so dangerously that he 
ould not reach his levers to shut 
own the gates. Earlier in the evening

n some places the water had carried 
reat rocks and piled them up in such 
manner that the channel was beiiiK 


hanged constantly. Heaton's wife and 
hildren were kept, close to his home

who are wintering in the great gorge 
were given sufficient warning to allow 
them to keep above the high water 
marks. The San Gabriel river, always 
a very turbulent stream in times of 
winter flood, has fairly outstripped its 
previous records, and seems bent on 
establishing a reputation which will 
stand for son^e years to come. 


The flood in the canyon has been 


accompanied by a large number of 
land-slides. .The water has reached 
such high marks that many land-marks 
along the sight-seeing trip to camps 
in the gorge have fallen into the, bed 
of the canyon, and the trails along thex 


edge have in many places caved in. 
At a point above Camp Rincon where 
Cold Brook empties into the west fork, 
the long strip of alders called "The 
Narrows" is heavily choked with giant 
trees, and the water is flowing around 
through a new channel and reaching 
the west fork from several different 
directions.

bridge, at the dairy, just west of the 
town, was washed out with the excep- 
tion of the rails and ties, which were 
still sagging over the roaring river. 
Miss Power and a few courageous 
men made the journey over, and walk- 
ed five miles to the waiting car, which 
took them to Los Angeles. From the 
El Monte electric road bridge, the 
;reat wooden structure of the county 
over Lexington wash could be seen, or 
what was left of it. The bridge had 
changed its direction, and was askew 
across the wash, while a portion of it 
could be seen rising above the flood 
a short distance down the river. The 
Covina line will probably be 6ut of 
commission for nearly a week, or pos- 
sibly longer, as the bridges must all 
be reconstructed.

So he decided to buy real estate on

money from a real estate man, he was 
taken into custody by Constable Saun- 
ders, and brought before Justice of 
the Peace Wells. 


Justice Wells questioned the real 


estate plunger. He seemed very much 
dippy in the head. He talked wildly 
and incoherently of gigantic schemes, 
not unlike si California oil promoter.

It is a well known fact that soils 


derived from granite, mica-schist, sand- 
stones, etc., such as our soil in the 
San Gabriel valley is generally com- 
posed of, is very deficient in LIME, 
especially AVAILABLE LIME, and 
that such soils are greatly benefltted 
by applying lime in SOLUBLE form. 
Dr. Wheeler has especially shown this 
in his treatise on "The Liming of 
Soils." 
He also shows very conclu- 


sively that the old method of deter- 
mining the lime in the soil by using 
strong hydrochloric acid and boiling 
for a long period does not represent 
the available lime in the soil. As to 
this method of analyzing he says in 
U. S. Bulletin 77: "It is possible that 
a soil may contain considerable quan- 
tities of lime thus removable by acid, 
and yet in actual practice show much 
benefit from liming because sufficient 
carbonate of lime is not present in the 
soil. It is due to the continual remov- 
al of carbonate of lime by crops and 
leaching. Often some carbonate re- 
mains, but it is too much enclosed by 
other materials to be sufficiently ac- 
tive to prevent acidity and to insure 
the proper changes in the organic 
matter." 


We want to call your attention to 


what he says about available lime be- 
ing taken out of the soil by "cropping 
and leaching." Prof. Hillman has found 
that where the soil contained suffi- 
cient available lime, that a carload of 
oranges contains 115 pounds of lime. 
It will also be remembered that the 
evergreen orange tree consumes and 
throws off several times as much 
lime as the fruit. 


We perhaps lose more soluble lime 


by leaching than by any other process. 
The strong tendency of lime is to go 
downward. It never returns to the 
surface. The heavy rains and contin- 
ual irrigating is leaching the soil of 
lime and constantly taking it out of 
the reach of the roots. Especially is 
this true where there is a strata of 
sand or gravel a few feet from the 
surface, which is the case with most 
of our soils. 


Prof. Loew in U. S. Bulletin No. 1 


on the "Relation of Lime and Magne- 
sia to Plant. Growth," shows clearly 
that the old method of analyzing, such 
as Prof. Norton and the state still 
uses, does not represent the available 
lime in the soil. He says: 
"It is a 


natural and logical conclusion that an 
analysis of soil properly made with re- 
gard to the absorbing capacities of 
the plant roots must yield the means 
to properly estimate the quality of the 
soil. 


"Such an analysis must not only re- 
ard the absolute quantities of phos- 


phoric acid, potassia, lime, magnesia, 
iron and nitrogen compounds, but must 
also consider the fineness or coarse- 
ness of the divisions of the nutritive 
materials and their SOLUBILITY in 
diluted organic acids. But the writer 
must add that there is another import- 
ant factor in the valuation of soils, 
and that is the ratio of the easily as- 
similable amounts of lime and magne 
sia in the finer particles. 
Many at- 


tacks have been made upon the use 
of analysis of soils for the purpose of 
valuation, but this opposition can only 
relate tp certain analyses, such as 
made in the OLD METHOD of treat- 
ing the soil with CONCENTRATED 
HYDROCHLORIC ACID. Such analy- 
ses will not show exactly the amount 
of 
nutrients AVAILABLE for 
the

SIM1LABLE portion of lime to mag- 
nesia in his soil, as with such know- 
ledge he can tell when liming is 
needed and if magnesian limestone 
will prove injurious. Soils with too 
much magnesia are more to be feared 
than those with too little." 


The roo'ts of a tree can only take 


up lime that is easily dissolved, such 
as gypsum, which is soluble in water, 
and when plenty of soluble lime is 
used as gypsum, Dr. Loew says it 
makes "a dense forest of root hairs," 
while with an excess of magnesia they 
are almost barren. The use of a solu- 
ble lime freely, greatly increases the 
root feeding system by this forest of 
fine root hairs." 


A person does not need to be a scien- 


tist and chemist and soil engineer to 
understand that no soil can possibly 
go through such a process as is rep- 
resented by boiling the soil ten hours 
in concentrated hydrochloric acid. It 
would be impossible for the tree to 
live under such conditions, but this is 
the way Prof. Norton determines the 
lime in the soil. Prof. Snowden has 
evidently given the EXTREME'TEST 
of AVAILABLE lime in 
our 
soils 


when he uses 7.7 per cent solution of 
hydrochloric acid in boiling the soil 
one-half minute. Our soil never gets 
so hot as this two or three feet down, 
even for half a minute, and no such 
acid in quantities and strength as is 
used in analyzing, even by Prof. Snow- 
den. We could be safer in concluding 
that we even have less available lime 
than Dr. Snowden represents than to 
say there was more, as the eminent 
professors say. 


We must be sure on this question 


of available lime and we cannot afford 
to take chances nor listen to the ad- 
vice of those who say "we have plenty 
of lime but don't know if it is avail- 
able," especially when it is a well 
known fact that lime is such an es- 
sential and indispensable element in 
the soil. 


Another item of great importance is 


shown by Dr. Snowden in the Thirty- 
seventh Fruit Growers' Convention, 
and that is that magnesia renders the 
carbonate of lime practically INSOLU- 
BLE, 
while it does not affect the sol- 


ubility of the sulphate of lime (GYP- 
that, sold by himself.

Is The Lime In Covina 


Available Or Not? 


An Assembly of Facts From Scientific Sources by 


Covina Orange Packer and Shipper. 


Prof. Norton's analysis of Coviua 


soils in regards lime and availability 
of same to produce plant food, has 
again brought out the old question, 
and the writer of this article would 
not at all be surprised that the next 
we hear from Prof. Norton is a recom- 
mendation to use raw bone meal or 
raw phosphate rock. 


Of course, raw bone meal and raw 


phosphate rock are available, but it 
has been said the food in untreated 
raw rock cannot be used by plants. 
It is insoluble, that is, will not readily 
dissolve in soil waters, and only be- 
comes available, according to the Illi- 
nois agricultural experiment station, 
at the rate of one per cent a year. If 
there is, according to Prof. Norton, 
two and one-half per cent of lime in 
the soil, and according to Dr. Snowden, 
whom I believe to be right, only three- 
fourths of one per cent of available 
lime, and on the other hand, the lime 
present, according to Dr. Snowden, is 
available at the same rate as the 
available raw phosphate rock, only 
one per cent a year, naturally the lime 
becomes available as plant food in 
very small quantities each year. It is 
plain that the soil may contain a quan- 
tity of lime and still show a great 
deficiency of available lime to take its 
part in the actual construction of the 
tree and fruit. 


According to an advertisement in 


the Covina Argus, the Covina soil con- 
tains 30 tons of potash per acre, and 
still the growers know it is necessary 
to feed the tree sulphate of potash 
and are continually doing so. Potash, 
like lime, is a mineral, and both are 
very necessary. If we are supplying 
potash in an available form, why no 
lime? 


Following Dr. Loew, he says in part: 
Since in a normally developed plain 


each nutriment must be present in a 
definite amount, it is evident that nor 
mal growth cannot be expected when 
any one of the mineral nutriments is 
present in insufficient quantity, no 
matter what amount of the other rain 
eral nutriments may be available. The 
production of the organic matter of a 
plant of definite size depends, there- 
fore, 
upon that mineral nutriment 


which is present in relatively smallest 
amount. 


For example, 


that wherever the amount of magnesia 
is in excess of the amount of lime, 
plants rarely do well, and frequently 
are an entire failure. In such cases 
the application of lime simply to re- 
verse the ratio, and make the lime the 
predominating ingredient in the soil, 
will restore the fertility of the land." 


Vorhees and Lipman mention that 


heavy dressing of animal manures, re- 
peated application of acid phosphates, 
and of potassium salts, and of fre- 
quent plowing under of green crops, 
naturally involve extensive losses of 
lime, and call for frequent compensa- 
tion in form of applications of lime. 


Reder's proof that nitrification is 


aided by lime, lime carbonate, mag- 
nesia, and especially, potassium car- 
bonate, and Pichard's conclusion that 
the sulphates of calcium, potassium 
and sodium promotes nitriflcatio are 
not devoid of considerable practical 
significance. 


"Soils." 


it is clear that the 


division and multiplication of cells de- 
pends upon the development of the 
nucleus, and this upon the continuous 
formation of nucleous protieds. Hence 
when phosphoric acid is present in 
but small amounts, only a correspond- 
ing amount of nucleous protieds can 
be produced. This holds good likewise 
for lime, since we infer that the lime 
compounds of nucleous protieds are 
concerned in-the building up of the 
nucleus. 
Potassium is essential to 


organic synthesis, accordingly, when 
but little potassium is available. The 
organic matter in the plant will de- 
pend upon this amount, no matter 
what amount of the other 
mineral 


nutriments be at hand. 
This 
fact, 


which means that the size of the har- 
vest depends upon the mineral nutri- 
ments present in the least amount, is 
known as Liebig's law of the mini- 
mum. This shows that lime is abso- 
lutely necessary. 


Humphrey Davy mentions among 


other things the beneficial action of 
gypsum, bone dust and slaked lime. 
Boehm further attributed to the lime 
the function of the formation of the 
cell walls. He says, in order to form 
the cell wall from starch and sugar, 
lime is just as important as for the 
formation of the bone. The lime forms 
the skeleton of the cell wall. Loew 
notes that the deficiency of lime, like 
the absence of phosphoric acid, potas- 
sia or magnesia, stops the formation 
of new cells and an accumulation of 
protiens may result, and indeed such 
a case was observed by Stock, the 
crystalloids increasing in number when 
lime was deficient. According to Voor- 
hees, light .sandy soils, poor in humus, 
do not. readily retain the soluble phos- 
phoric acid, and where they are very 
open and porous the application of 
large quantities 
of 
.superphosphate 


may involve losses of phosphoric acid, 
their retentive power may be increas- 
ed by liming, marling, or green ma- 
nuring. Whitney says, "I believe that 
lime may be beneficial upon a soil that 
is not really acid. The appearance of 
sorrell and th 
indication of the need of lime." 


Schreiner 
and 
Heed, 
Ke!leruiann 


and Robinson have also shown that 
soil bacteria are markedly affected by 
soil conditions, in the same manner as 
the wheat seedling. A f t e r treating the 
soil w i t h lime, however, (he deleter- 
ious condition was eliminated, and the 
extract from the soil proved an excel- 
lent medium for bacterial growth, re- 
sembling in this respect the results 
obtained with the higher plants by 
liming. 


The deterioration of old navel trees, 


so much discussed at the Pomona con- 
vention, is found to be due to the con- 
dition of the soil. 


The ten elements, plant food or 


otherwise, necessary to produce the 
tree and fruit must be present in 
their due proportions according to the 
tree and fruit we expect to grow. Mil- 
ton Whitney, Chief 
of 
Division of 


Soils, U. S. Department of Agricul- 
ture, writes in part: 


A soil to be productive, must render 


annually, as the crop needs it, a suffi- 
cient amount of food material in a 
form available to the plants. As a 
matter of act, soil is a difficultly solu- 
ble substance, composed mostly of sil- 
icates and aluminates, or 
difficultly 


soluble compounds of silica, alumina, 
potash, soda 
and 
lime in various 


forms. Through atmospheric agencies, 
largely, these compounds are rendered 
more or less soluble and more or less 
readily available to plants. A fertile 
soil is one in which the weathering ef- 
fects come in at such times and to 
such an extent as to render available 
to plants a sufficient amount of this 
plant food. If that weathering does 
not take place and the food material 
is not brought into a condition in 
which it is available to the plants, the 
land is as poor as though it actually 
contained no plant food. I have never, 
in my experience, seen a case in which 
one could say with any degree of cer- 
tainty or even probability that ex- 
haustion was clue to the actual remov- 
al of plant food. It is perfectly safe to 
say that the condition of the so-called 
worn-out soils in the Southern States 
is due, not to an actual extraction of 
plant food, but to the chemical condi- 
tion in which it now is, in which it is 
unavailable to plants, and that the re- 
storation of the fertility of that land 
must be, not necessarily in the addi- 
tion of plant food to the soil, but in 
bringing about such changes in the 
physical conditions or in the chemical 


ideas and will direct your attention in 
the cultivation of your fields to some 
of the practical applications that I 
shall point out. The chemical idea of 
the exhaustion of a soil is not logical 
in the light of the experience which 
all of us have seen, that where fertil- 
izers are applied the soils are not al- 
ways made immediately productive. 
You can go into many of the regions 
of the worn-out soils of our eastern 
states and reclaim these soils or make 
them productive, but not with any 
amount of fertilizers you can apply. 
You can give them all the phosphates, 
all the potash, all the nitrate you de- 
sire, but it requires more than that to 
revive 
the 
agriculture on some of 


these .soils, etc. 


Schreiner and Reed in 1007 write in 


part: 


Recently the Minister of Agriculture 


of France has described the failure of 
crops in the old enriched gardens of 
that country. Since the failure of crops 
has never been shown to be due to 
bacterial or fungous diseases of the 
plants, they assume that the cause of 
the difficulty is in the soil. The analy- 
sis of such soils shows that they are 
abundantly supplied with plant nutri 
mcnts, yet there is a notable failure 
in the attempt to grow crops which ai 
one time flourished on these soils. 


Naturally there is a great specula 


tion at present in regards the future 
of the Valencia oranges. Are they go 
ing to l)e yellow this season or green' 
The difference in color 
will 
mean 


much to the growers. The writer of 
this is fully convinced that the fruit 
will be of an orange color this time 
and requests all readers to carefully 
observe conditions from time to time 
With the splendid late rains this sea 
son we know the sap is going up the 
tree. Should it have been otherwise 
the poisonous action of the magnesia 
in the irrigation water would cause 
the green color. There is no other 
time in the year when the mountain 
water is so full of magnesia as at the 
beginning 
of 
the 
irrigating 
time, 


which you, in times past, have observ- 
ed by the silver lining in your irri- 
gating furrows. To prevent this poi- 
sonous effect of magnesia and several

Prof. Milton Whitney's address, de- 


livered before the "Rick Neck Farm- 
ers' Club of Queen Anne county, Mary- 
land, Hays in part: 


Now we come to a very interesting 


thing to the farmer. If soils have suffi- 
cient food for the needs of plants and 
if this supply is constantly maintain- 
ed, as I say. by the solution of these 
minerals in the soil, then what is the 
function of fertilizers and what do we 
mean by worn-out lands or exhausted 
soils? It is just, along this line that 
we are getting most interesting re- 
sults, results even now apparently of 
practical application. Plants must have 
i healthful home to live in. Plants, 
ike animals, throw off excreta, which 
nust be disposed of. We see this con- 
stantly in making cultures of bacter- 
a. If we let the bacteria grow long 
mough they kill themselves by their 
own products—that you know. 
We 


mow that when nitrifying fields we 
iced lime to take care of the nitric 
u-id that is formed by the nitrifying 
Kicteria because if the

which is the product of the bacteria, 
accumulates they

Snowden's Explanation 


Of Strong vs. Weak Acids 


PERKINS IS FINED 


Editor Covina Argus, Covina, Gal.: 
Your report of the meeting of last 


Tuesday was read by the writer with 
much interest. 


No one should be disturbed because 


the university chemists find more lime 
and magnesia in the same soils than 
some other 
chemist 
does, notwith- 


standing that the accuracy of their 
results and the authority of their 
methods are beyond question. 


It should be understood that there 


are two distinctive systems of chemi- 
cal investigation of soils—the one deal- 
ing with permanent fertility, the other 
•with immediate productive capacity; 
and they are of equal value, each in 
its proper sphere. I consider Dr. Cyril 
G. Hopkins the arch-advocate of the 
first, and Dr. Bernard Dyer of the 
other. 


These differ not at all in the process 


of actual determination of the several 
soil nutrients, while they do 
differ 


widely in the methods of their initial 
solution, and consequently, in the sig- 
nificance of their respective findings. 


What matters it to a horse if there 


are full barns of choice provender ad- 
joining his stall with but a thin board 
partition between, if his manger is 
empty. Or what to the tree or plant 
if the soil is full of plant foods if they 
are not available? The feed in the 
manger is what sustains the horse, 
and the available nutrients in the soil, 
the plant. 


The use of a weak acid solvent for 


the available plant nutrients is not 
new, Dr. Dyer having used a one per 
cent solution of citric acid in some 
cases for that purpose. But manifestly 
the citric acid solution is inappro- 


priate as a solvent for lime, since the 
lime compound with that acid is insol- 
uble, and thus the very end in view 
would be defeated. 


The writer uses a weak solution of 


feet satisfaction, a weak solution of 
hydrochloric acid for lime and magne- 
sia, because the compounds produced 
are very soluble in water. The only 
doubt now entertained is as to whether 
the solvent is made weak enough. 


It may be well to state that decisive 


and permanent results from the usual 
additions of lime should not be ex- 
pected too soon; nor should disap- 
pointment follow apparent failure to 
respond, for when two tons of air- 
slaked lime or gypsum are applied to 
an acre it amounts to but about .0213 
per cent in the first case and about 
0124 per cent in the second, of actual 
lime, in three feet depth of the soil. 


When we consider the enormous 


amount of lime needed to bring the 
latter up to double the' per cent of 
magnesia in the soil, although it may 
give transient results, it is so minute 
that after dissemination, the roots can 
scarcely find it. 


I would like to say here that. 1 am 


not financially interested in the own- 
ership or sale of any gypsum or lime 
in any form. A dealer in lime volun- 
tarily told me he would pay me $5.00 
commission on each and every carload 
of lime I would help him to sell— 
which was perfectly proper :ui4 legiti- 
mate on his part—and I informiH hi o 
that I did not care for it.

G. F. Preston Says That Black Scale 


May Be Eradicated By Its 


Introduction. 


G.^ P. Preston is in Covina again, 


from Tampico, Mexico, and he brings 
information

parasite

cation of black scale. 
Preston has 


been engaged in transacting the nur- 
sery business of the Tampico Fruit 
Company, but before leaving Califor- 
nia, he received a commission from 
the State Horticultural Commissioner, 
J. W. Jeffrey, who asked him to look 
into the matter of a possibility of 
Mexican parasite for this scale. 


.Mr. Preston is convinced that one 


of the reasons why black scale is not 
found 
in .Mexico, excepting in very 


small quantities, is that this parasite 
has 
heen 
successful 
in 
keeping it 


down. There is no way of knowing 
as yet whether this parasite will live 
in this climate. The matter is to be 
taken up by Mr. Preston with local 
orange shippers and growers, and the

i more, and on Wednesday and Thurs- 
day, the surface began to wash some- 
what, with the result that ranchers 
were kept busy making dykes of sand- 
bags. In the Irwindale district, near 
the Pacific Electric and on the line of 
the Dalton wash, the water began to 
trickle over the cement embankments 
on Thursday afternoon, and a force of 
men was kept busy reinforcing the 
dykes with bags of sand, but this was 
practically unavailable, and the whole 
country soon became a miniature lake. 


The Covina country proper, where 


about ten thousand acres of oranges 
are planted, is situated too far from 
the banks of the San Gabriel to suffer 
any damage from this source. 
Only 


the towns of Azusa and El Monte are 
in the immediate vicinity of the river 
in this end of the valley. The Covina 
ranches have received the benefit of 
the long soaking rains without the bad 
effects of surface washing. 
Some of 


the ranches in Charter Oak, where the 
land is sloping, were' somewhat dam- 
aged on the surface, and the San Di- 
mas wash, which runs through that 
country, has done some damage by 
washing out the roads and in weaken- 
ing bridges. The bridges on Grand and 
Citrus avenues over the San Dimas 
wash have been considered to be under 
suspicion, and will be repaired. 


On the southwest of Covina, in the 


locality known as West Covina, the 
walnut ranches have been thoroughly 
flooded. Many of these ranches have 
been totally under water the last twen- 
ty-four hours, but without any parti- 
ular damage to the trees. In fact, the 


flood is considered very beneficial, and 
as the water goes down, the ranchers 
believe that the trees will show no 
harm from the exceptional amount of 
irrigation. 


SUXSHINE AGAIN*. 


Late on Friday morning the :,nn 


came out without apologies as to its 
long absence, and the valley was mac1 -• 
glorious after the rain. The mountains 
and hills were shown in a brand new 
coat of green. Farther back on the 
seventh range of the Sierra Madre 
the snow-line showed in dazzling bril- 
liancy, while "Old Baldy," the highest 
peak in the range, was crowned with 
a stern and entracingly beautiful cov- 
ering. Everywhere, the fourteen thou- 
sand acres of orange trees in Azusa, 
Glendora and Covina were bright emer- 
ald, and the roadsides were lined with 
the heavy growth of spring grasses. 
The San Jose, or Puente, hills on the 
south of Covina are also covered with 
a heavy green mantle. 


At this early date it is difficult to 


make a summary of the damage of the 
storm, 
but so far as the Covina 


ranchers are concerned, the damage 
s confined to a very few ranches. The 
only real danger at present is that 
some fruit may go stale before it can 
be moved. The result of the storm 
has been to make the railroads the 
heaviest losers, as is generally the 
case. In the meantime, Covina is prac- 
tically "incommunicado," 


WATER LOWERS RAPIDLY. 


At five o'clock last night the Argus 


telephoned Den Heaton at the head- 
gate of the Covina Irrigating Company, 
nine miles up the canyon. The gate- 
keeper said that the water was falling 
very rapidly. 
The flood was going 


down as rapidly as it came up, and he 
expected that within a few hours the 
river would be back in the condition 
it was a few days ago. Much of the 
drift wood is choked about the forks 
of the river, and the timber loss is 
very great to the watershed farther 
back in the mountains. 


All 
day 
yesterday 
the 
ranchers 


of Charter Oak watched the flow of 
the San Dimas wash, which threatened 
to overflow its banks, and a big force 
of men are kept at work. The damage 
in Charter Oak it reported as being 
very slight, although some 
ranches 


have been washed. The damage has 
been kept in abeyance by the fact that 
nearly all the ranchers have surround- 
ed their ranches with cement wails, 
and this has served to keep the flood 
water in the roads and in the washes.

Gathering Cloves. 


Cloves arc now cultivated In many 


of the tropical regions of the earth. A 
clove tree begins to boar at the ago of 
ten j-ears and continues until It reach- 
es the age of seventy-live years. There 
are two crops a year, one in June and 
one In December. The troo Is an ever- 
green and grows from forty to fifty 
feet high, with large oblong Inn VPN 
and crimson flowers nt the end of 
small branches in clusters of from ten 
to twenty. 
The tree belongs to the 


same botanical order as the guava. 
The cloves, which are the'undeveloped 
buds, are at first white, then light 
green and at the time of gathering 
bright red. Pieces of white cloth are 
spread under the trees at harvesting 
time, and the branches are beaten gen- 
tly with bamboo sticks until the cloves 
drop. They ;ye dried in the sun, being 
tossed about dally until they attain 
the rich dark color which proclaim?
